Subject. 


A pldtit has three parts, root, stem 


and leaf. 
A flower is a modified form 


of a number of leaves.. The leaves ;u-o 
set ou most stems so a-i to ran around 
them in a spiral f orm. Now, if a stem 
is shortened up so that all the leaves 
on it touch each other, four or five of 
them will make a ehvlo. Inside of this 
circle may be a number of incomplete 
leaves, not much more than leaf stalks. 
These last are tho stamens and pistils 
of a flower. Outside of the circle of 
bright colored leaves, which we call the 
corolla, is a smaller circle of green, 
leaves called the calix. 


The bright colors and perfume are 


given to attract the attention of beop, 
butterflies and such insects as feed 
upon the sweets to bo found in their 
depths. The insects while going from 
flower to flo\ver in search of food carry 
by accident the polliu which is neces- 
sary to parfejt the fruit upon which 
the porpetuatioii of !he plant of ton de- 
| pends. 
Such plants as do not need tho 


usbist'itice of insects have no attractive 
flowers. 


The bright colored loaves which com- 


pose the corolla aro called petals. 
Some flowers, like the poppy, have four 
petals, but most flowers havo five. All 
of tho rose! family have five petals, tmcl 
they are the flo\\ers we love- best. Bo- 
sides tho ro&es propor, applet, cherries, 
peaches, plums havvLhornes, blackber- 
ries, raspberries and strawberries all 
belong to the roso family. 


One llo'.ier, the pansy, hn1-the petal.-* 


ou tho loo/er side, with two companion 
petals behind it and two more above. 
The lower petal ibtho queen, while tho 
two uoxt to her are tits ladies in wait- 
ing. 


There is a cbi-'s of ilowers that have 


more po1;>ls and stamens than one 
would care to count. Tlioy belong to 
the compositae or sunflower family. 
They aro nearly always 
a hardy kind. 


Wo have in Nevada a wild flower 


which belongs to tho mallow family. 
It is commonly called wild geranium, 
but it would be more proper to call it 
a wild hollyhock. It i^> very abundant 
and so hardy that it will grow in the 
most desert places. Those same rntil- 
lows are found growing among tho 
rocks and sands of Arabia and Pales- 
tine. Its bright follow, cup-like flower 
is a beauty. 


Tho Indian pink grows also in Ne- 


vada, geiifTdlly near some spring, 
ft is 


the Mime Indian pink that grows on tho 
prairies of tho wehiorn states, except 
that il is larger and tho ilowor» are 
more scattered on tho .'-talk. 


One ot the most iutorrsting plants in 


Nevada is a small thistle that lies flat 
upon tho Fund s-pread out like a patch 
of litchen on the l';irk of u tree. It is a 
complete thif-ilo, leaf, stalk, flower, aud 
seed with thistle, all grown in a space 
that could bo covered by a teacup. It 
will grow 
when 
transplanted 
and 


watered, but v»ill get np off the ground 
and 
look like an entirely different I 


plant. The Indians af.e it for a salad, 
dressing it by simply shaking the sand 
out of its roots. 


Our most common shrub, the sage- 


brush, is a specie of wormwood, It is 
not a beauty, but it ha1-, its uf.es. 
In- 


dians and sometimes while men make 
thin campnrcs v,ith sagebrush; and a 
tea made of sagebrush leaves is said to 
drive away tho worst form of mountain, 
fever. It ought to; the smell of it alone 
as you travel through a f-rowth of it is 
stimulating 
TLo sagebrush and thistle 


both belong to the compositao, and are j 
about tho ioughe&l members of the 
family. 


Another member of the sunflower 


family quile common in Nevada is the 
dandelion. It is not the tame as the 
yellow star that ne&tlcs among tho 
grass of the pastures and lawns in the 
east. Our Nevada kind aspires to bo 
quite a plant, growing two or more feet 
high, arid having many branches, each 
branch terminating in a flower not 
quite so largo as in the other variety of 
dandelion mentioned, but equally as 
pretty.—Our
